"We want to get the facts before the 
country and we are taking the only way 
left to us to accomplish it," said Sen- 
ator Weeks, "I believe there are possi- 
bilities of gravest international compli- 
cations involved in the passage of this 
biU; that if passed it would be ineffec- 
tive, utterly failing to carry out the piir- 
, pose of its sponsors} that it is economi- 
cally unsound, ill-advised and dangerous; 
that the sentiment in favor of it among 
those who have given it consideration in 
of out of congi-ess is almost negligible 
and that if passed by this or any con- 
gress it would be 
done, not because 
those who vote for it favor the legisla- 
tion, but as the result of most flagrant 
political pressure." 


Turning to President Wilson's In- 
dianapolis speech, Mr. Weeks declared 
the people of the country, judging from 
press reports, could not understand how 
the president "could have so far lapsed 
from his previous poise and good tasto 
as to go to the other extreme by in^ 
dulging in not only questionable taste, 
but the undounded statements 
with 
which his whole address was filled." 


"Could there be a more violent wrench 
to popular government," he asked, "than 
to have the head of the nation speaking 
to the whole country, 
asserting that 
those who disagreed with him are mis- 
lead, Ignorant, self-assertive and mis- 
representative? 
No president in our 
recent history has had such support or 
strictly adniinistrative 
matters from 
opposition senators as the present in- 
cumbent of the white house."

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. ai.^Eugenic 
marriages in Indiana were approved by 
the Indiana senate today when Senator 
Neal's bill to compel all persons seeking 
marriage licenses first to present a 
health certificate passed by a vote of 


3 2 to xa. 


The Manufacturers association's com- 
pensation bill, the first of a series of 
measures to be Introduced relating to 
workman's compensation, was the most 
important of the twelve new bills Intro-, 
duced. 


The galleries and corridors of the sen- 
ate chamber were crowded when Sen- 
ator Neal began speaking for the pass- 
age of his eugenic marriage bilL Lieut.- 
Gov.CNeiU was forced to remind .those 
in the senate and the gallics several 
times of the rule which prohibits ap- 
plause. 


"That marriages must be restricted,** 
began Senator Neal, '4s shown by the 
increasing numbers of divorces. Homes 
are being breken up all over thé country 
l ^ u s e of marriages where one of the 
parties is afflicted with a. contractural 
disease.'* 


Thornton Alone in Attack.

sians have had some successes in which 


their losses were heavy, and iJiat the 
Turks have been operating successfully 
in the Caucasus and are noAv marching 
on Egypt. 


Tel^rams reaching here from Berlin 
record the arrival there of Archduke 
Charles Francis, the Austrian crown 
prince, and Dr. von Bethmann-HoUweg, 
the Gtonnan imperial chancellor, wlio are 
to be joined shortly by Baron Burian, 
the new Austro-Hungarian minister of 
foreign affairs, presiunably for a confer- 
ence regarding a plan of campaign 
against Russia, as well as the adoption 
of suitable measures against the pros- 
pective entrance into the war of Italy 
and Boumania. 


Expect Air Attack. 


Recent dispatches from Sweden indi- 
cate that a Gtennan airship attack on 
the new Finnish railroad b6tween Swe- 
den and Russia is coming to be ex- 
pected. 
This is the line that 
runs 
around the northern end of tlte gidf of 
Bothnia. Its destruction would be a 
serious blow to Russia, as the only 
other routes of. communication between 
Russia and her allies are by wav of the 
Baltic sea or through Archangel on the 
niorth. The former route has been made 
impossible by mines, and the latter 13 
likely to be cut off any day by ice. 


In the western arena of the war the 
activity has been generally confined to 
artillery exchanges, except to the south of 
Metz, where sliarp fighting promises in- 
teresting developments.

"The sad feature of such excess of 
remedy," continued Mr. Taft, "however 
well intended, is that the persons who 
suffer most are the least able to bear 
suffering, the wage earners, wnose com- 
fort and living are dependent upon con- 
stant employment." 


Defend? the Raikoads. 


The former 
president 
defended the 
railroads by saying that the close and 
absolute supervìsión oyer the manage- 
ment and the restriction upon .the rates, 
together with the increase or mainten- 
ance of "wages through the power of. 
trades unions have giound the railroads 
between the upper and nether mill stone 
and prevented a fair return upon their 
capital. The solvency of some of them 
is threatened and all this to the detri- 
ment of the business of the country an 
especially the comfort and happiness of 
wage earners 
depending upon normal 
business and normal demand for labor." 


Increased rates for the railroads, when 
the conditions requirei it, was urged by 
Mr. Taft. He said the full crew laws 
that "imposed upon the railroad com- 
panies the burden of employing unnecés- 
sary labor, an exaction due to the undue 
and unjust influence exercised by the 
trade unions over legislatures," should 
be repealed. 


Criticizes New Reforms. 


Prof. Taft criticized many of the new 
reforms in governmental affairs and de- 
clared that the selection, of candidates 
at a general primary has not tended to 
the elimination of corruption or politi- 
cal machine rule and the selection of bet- 
ter representatives of a party. 


"Certainly it has not," said Mr. Taft, 
"with respect to the many oifioes to 
which it applies, when the persons to he 
selected are not persoqs whose ¡qualifica« 
tions the public can, in the nature of 
things,, have any intimste knowledge. 
The standard of judg«s in tbt^e states 
where the candidates are selèeted by a 
general primary have notably and ' per- 
ceptibly become inferior to those who 
were selected under the old .convention 
system. Mr. Taft said he admitted that 
there wero abuses under thé convention 
system, but even at: that it is nuvre pre- 
ferable in many ways than a gelerai 
primary. 
He also criticized the initia- 
tive, referendum and the recall, es|Mçial- 
ly deploring the idea of thè resili of 
judges. In referring to the Eu^pean 
war, Mr. Taft said that it "kUiaçtn the 
imagination in the loss of life sad dis-:

If some of the representatives of this 
Civic Improvement association will , go to 
some of the other cities within a radius 
of 200 miles and investigate the results 
of the ordinances passed and that are 
working successfully, they will then be 
in position to be of material assistance 
to the coimcil in drafting an ordinance 
that will eliminate expense upon the 
smokers inasmuch as about all of the 
various devices will actually save money. 


In conclusion, if any' of the council 
men are in doubt, let them sautisfy 
themselves and all concerned by spend 
ing less than $100.00 to make a thor- 
ough investigation, and then do your 
duty—pass an ordinance that will bene 
lit the city in general and not half 
dozen corporations.

(By Hugh S. FuUerton). 
Chicago, Jan, 21.—Legal baseball proved 
a serious contest when the force» of or- 
ganized baseball, driven to the defen^ve 
after years of monopoly on the busineBS, 
faced the Feds in the court of Judge Ken- 
esaw M. Landis. 


Those who have Jested and Jibed realise 
the importance of the issue when they 
watch tlie proceedings in the fedend court 
in Chicago. 
Organized baseball haa at 
last dropped all pretense of fighting op- 
position through technicalities and settled 
down to a .straight issue to determine 
once and for all time the legal statua of 
the business. 


In that court room there gathers at 
each session the most noted men ot 
baseball. 
Never before at any time has 
there been such a gathering of the clans. 
There are more than fifty of the owners, 
managers and the important players here 
to listen to the two armies of attorneys 
battle with affidavits as their weapons. 


On tlie bench the little, gray-hatred, 
sharp featui*ed Judge, who knows baseball 
and baseball law, listens and at times in j 
Jecta a sharp question which alone Indi- 
cates his trend of thought. 


At the tables with tho swarm of at- 
torneys from a dozen cities, sit A'ugust 
Herrmann, John Tener and B, Bw Johnson, 
the national commission which is the 
legislative, executive and Judicial force of 
organized baseball. It r e ^ y is the na- 
tional commission that is on trial—and 
one can see lawyers and Judges squirm 
while the attorneys read the Interpreta- 
tions of law in the past by these three 
who are on trial.

Smith and Myers pronounccd the caJif 
had contracted the disease. It was foimd 
that a herd of four cows, two calves and 
twelve hogs were infected. 
Dr. S. A. 
B^ser, of New Castle, state veterin- 
arian, also is here working on the case. 


Preparations were started Thursday 
morning for the killing of the infected 
animals at the earliest possible moment.

Court Bill by Wyss. 


Representative Wyss, of Fort WkynCi 
offered a bill to amend .the law.providing 
for the appointment of deputies having 
duties connected with circuit'rp superior 
courts. 
The amendment provides that 
deputies could be appointed or dismissed 
only upon tho approval of tho judge of 
the court served. 


The free si^oolbook and the-civil serv- 
ice bills were long documents introduced 
by Rçpresentative Judkins,' of Wayne 
county, the lone progressive member in 
the house. The civil service commission 
bill is modeled after the national civil 
service law in many respects. 


Representative Mason, of Wayne and 
Fayette coiinties, would repeal the law 
requiring tho annual enumeration of 
honorably discharged United States sol- 
diers and sailors; veterans of American 
wars and of members of the state mili- 
tia, 
Rei)re8entative Eray, of Logans- 
port, would define the powers of'the 
public service commission concerning 
construction 
of 
interchange 
railway 
freight switches. The provisions of the 
bill would extend even to interchanm 
switches between electric and steam rail- 
ways. 


A mortgage exemption of $1,200 in- 
stead of $700, as at present, v when the 
assessed value of the property is twice 
as great or greater than the amount 
sought to exempt, would be possible with 
thé enactment into law of the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Deck, of Mor- 
gan county.

tho form of cleaner buildings and more 
healthy atmosphere, whereas the saving 
to the" manufacturer will be in the sav- 
ing of coal by burning all the soot and 
combustible gasses instead of letting 
them pass out of thc stacks. If a man 
were to walk into any of these manu- 
facturers' offices and offer to buy bis 
gold dollars at a premium, he would 
naturally tbink the man was insane and 
should be locked up—yet the fact of 
the matter is, there are many concerns 
who are actually throwing money away 
each d»y they operate.

duty—pass an ordinance that will ben 
fit the city in general and not half 
dozen corporations.
